A Gentleman belonging to the Transport 
Office discovered the traïterous correspon.

Chaisc, but were satisfied they were not the, 
men they wasted, They then went to 
Honnslow, supposing they would cross the 
country. there from Odiham to the coast of 
Kent. There they heard of Frenchmen in 
a postschuise to town, who answered the 
description in every respect. Whey traced 
them to the voraer of Dover.strect, Piccadit. 
ly, where all further clue was lost. it then 
veenred, that they might havc gone te a 
French doctors, in. Dóver.street, who had 
been suspected of corresponding with general 
Sison. They had cailed there, but remain. 
ed ashorttime, The Olficers then went to 
Madame Gier (proprietor of the Diligence 
which used to run ‘to Paris), in Great Pul. 
teney.street, where they found three French. 
men, and they concluded ene of them was 
Sison; they ascertaincd neither of them was 
he; but discovered that they were all Officers 
who had broke their parole, and in couse. 
queunce toek them into custody, and lodged 
them. in Tothill-fields. Ehe Otficers after. 
wards went to a. house in Prattestreet, Cam. 
den=town, gare a single kngek at the door, 
and were'auswercd by a female servant in the 
area. The Otficer who knockod at the door 
told her he wanted to speak to the Geutlemen 
who ledged there; she denied any being 
there, and refused to open the door, ‘Fans 
Officers surrounded the house; they got upon 
the garden-wall behind, and by the light of 
some candles, saw some men in the back 
parlour, who disappeared, and the candles 
were put out. LAvENDER went a short time 
after, and knocked at the door: the girl 
answered him from the area; he told her he 
had-got-a letter for the lady of the house, 
which, he must deliver to her: the girl refased. 
LiAvenpen then threâtengd to shoot her, if 
she did not; but she was not to be intimidat- 
ed, and dared: him toit.

I visited him ia the hospital, the mament Ì 
heard of his arrival, and found him sitting on’ 
the ‘side of a cot, with an attendant holding 
him by éach'arm. ‘The first view was suffì= 
tient to satisfy me of the nature of his com- 
plaint. . His body, aärins, and throat were af. 
fected with constant and uuconttoläble spas. 
modic startings. The muscles of his face. 
were thrown into quick couvulsive action at 
each inspiration, drawing back the augies of 
the mouth, and at the same instant depressing 
the lower jaw, so as to communicate the most 
hideous expressien te the contenauce. His 
eyes appeared starting from their sockets and 
suffused with blood; sometimes fixed in a 
wild and terrific stare, at others, rolling a 
bout, as if they followed some ideal object of 
terror, from which he appreheuded immediate 
danger. A viscid saliva Hgwed from, bis 
mouth, which was always open, except when 
the lips were momentarily brought together 
for the purpose of forcibly expelling the of. 
fensive secretion that adhered to them, and 
which he clfected with that peculiar kind of 
noise, which has been often compared. to thé 
barking of a dog. His tcinples aud thraaf, 
weré bedewed with clammy „rroistgrp. . Ht 
respiration was exceedirigly’ hurried, aud migt 
more properly be called panting thän ‘becäth. 
ing; or, it still more nearly reseimbled that 
short and interrupted kind of sobùing, that 
takes place when a person gradually” descends 
into the cold bath. He was exceedingiy in. 
patient of restra:nt, and whenever he could 
get a hand disengaged, he iimmediátely struck 
the pit of his stomach with it—pointing out 
that part as the seat of some undescribable 
uneasiness. From the constant. agitation: of 
his whole frame and the startings of his arms, 
it was impossible to count his, pulse with exa 
actness ; it was, however, very. ugequa!, bath 
in strengtb aad frequency; at times scarcely 
perceptible, aad then rising again under the 
fnger ; sometimes moderately slow and ren 
gular for a,‚few pulsations, and iúmediately 
after, so quick as uotto be counted ; but cqns 
veyig upon the whole, an idea of a greatlx 
oppressed and impeded circulation. His skin

„After, the, bleeding. he remained perfectly 
guief, and folk, into & slamber for aboat an 
hour, ansther eircumstance which atso 
strong! y-mfeks the alflitian of the diseäsc, 2% 
no:-bydraphebië patiaat was ever known.to 
sleep. Wen he awoke, he etpressod a wich 
to have songsahbebet, which * wäs inmedfately. 
given to him, and ‘ke drank fopr ounces of st 
with perfect &aso, He thon fell.inta anotber 
slumber, during, which some convulsive Starts 
ings weré again perteptible dbont his arms, 
chest, and face, but not strong enaugh to wake 
him; At4past 5 he spoutaneously awoke, 
and appeared again somewhat agîtated, -with 
groe Súspicion in hie looks, and of apparent 
dowbt- wr hetien hee cadid ; ee as well as 
before; nv hon hedepk. laoep, he put it do his 
lips with a:quissk: sötion, and ulped down 
about four ounces of water in a burfied män. 
fer, as il afraid that the difficulty ‘of swallowa 
ing would be éhergased by a moment’s delay, 
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He also put his band to the region of the ‘sto. 
Mach, and said that that the pain in that part 
Was returning. These threatening appearances 
of rolapse determined me to hazard a farther 
detraction of blood. } therefore immediately 
Opened a vein in the left arm, and allowed the 
blood to flow again till he compietely fainted ; 
but previous to this elect of the bleeding, the 
Pain at the stomach had ceased ; and while the 
Dood was yet flowing, he had again drank four 
Ounces of water, without fear or disgust. When 

recovered from the fainting fit, he retched 
Beveral times, but, as before, discharged no- 
thing butsaliva. 

At the end of thefirst bleeding, his pulsc 
Was 104; inamediately before the second, it 
Was 96, with a slight degree of sharpness in 
the beat; and after recovering from the faint. 
ing occasioned by the secoad blgeding, it was 
88, regular, soft, and feeble, and he now 
Complained of nothing but extrewe weakness, 
and giddiness of the head. And at this stage 
of the case, Tapprebend, it will be allowed 
that the cure of the Hydropbobia was complete 
whether it would be permanent or not, 
temained yet to be seen. . 

When Ì began the treatment of this pa- 
tient, it was my intentivn, as Í have said, to 
follow, in every circumstauce, tie präctice 
Pursued in Mr. Y'yiaun’s successful case; and 
accordingly, a draught with 100 drops of 
tincture of opiam, aud au enema of 300, were 
in readiness to be atuiuistered immediately 
after the bleeding. Kut seeing the surpri- 
sing effects of the bievding alone, and feel 
ìng convinced thai the disease was, far the 
present at least, Co:upletely anukitated by the 
Copiousness of that evacuation, 1 determined ta 
Preserve the treauneni as simple as possiale, 
in order that if tav patient did fually recover, 
it might with certainty be kuowa to what he 
vowed his safely; aud that thenoe the applie 
cation of the same prietiee to uture cases of 
Hydrophobia, might wich the greater confie 
dence be recomnondedr—a resolution in 
Which L_ was the more confistaced from hav- 
ing heard sove medical friends; whose api» 
tions are entitled to every d-gree ef respect, 
ascribe Me. Cymoa’s success to the mercury 
he had used, rather than to the bleeding. 

Lam now Fully perswuled, however, that 
Ì might safely, as far as the Eydrophobia was 
concernet, have omitted all remedies after 
the bleeding; but thinkiag that caloinel and 
odium in repeated doses were more likely 
tan auy thing else, to induce that state of the 
system which wuuid be least firvorable to a 
relapse 3 and also that if the patient, notwith. 
standing his prvseat prouising Appedrance, did 
Rot finally recover, it would certainly be said 
that Fhad not given him a fair chance, by 
departing in any particular, frun the treat. 
ment which had proved so successful in the 
hands cf àlr. Fymen, É wasinciined to con- 


from tuit so far, as to order four grains of 


culomel aad one grain of opidin to be given 
every three hours. 

The fest pill was taken at a quarter before 
six ; butit was imunediately rejected follow. 
et hy some water. A second was given Áve 
minutes beforu six, and remained. He now 
slept till seven==then drank some more water, 
and had a natural evacuation of his bowels, 
Auother circumstance which confirmed me 
ìu the'belief, that the discase was completely 
and permaneatiy subdued—having never be. 
fore seen, nor read in any history of the dis. 
ease, of such an occurrence as a natural ac. 
tion of the alimentary canal, in a case of hy. 
drophobia. 

At nine he took another pill, and again at 
$welve—and continuesl to slumber and drink 
water as often as he pleased. 

Wednesday, May Oih(2d. day)-—=6 a. 1m. 
Has passed the night well. Took a pill at 
three, and another uow. Has drunk water 
frequentìiy. Palse 81 Skin cool. Tongue 
clean at the edges=some remains of beetle, 
vaten before he was taken ill, cover the centre 
wart. 'Éswo mure alvine evacuations during 
the night. Complains of headach=ebut is 
entirely free frons uneasiness about the 
stuimnach. 

Où examining the blood drawn yesterday, 
itis found not to bein the least convek= 
neicher does it exhibit the slightest appearance 
of what is ecalleu the buffy coat. ‘The 
guautity first drawn, making allowance for 
the eraporation of the night, measures 40 
ounces, and the last between seven and eight. 

Nine a. me=Îook another pill, which was 
followed hy avother evacuation, and in half 
an hour afterwards, he ate eight ounces of 
sago. Is quite composed, and can answer 
questions distinctiy, concerning the accident 
aud subsequent occurreuces, till the time he 
was taken ill, 

He says that 19 days ago (including this 
day) when returning, tbout 4 in the afternoon, 
from hisewn houscat Ressapuglah, to his mas. 
ter’s at Chowriaghe:, lesaw a pariah dog seize 
a fisherman, anù bite him. Several people 
were collected at the spot==he also approach. 
ed, wnea the same dog ran at hin, aud as he 
was retreuting before kim, bit him in the back 
part ef the right jeg, about six inches abore 
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the ankle, where he shews two scars at the dis. 
tance of an iach and a half from each other, 
but without any appearance ef iittammation 
or thiekening of the integumen's. The dog 
after biting hiut, disappeared, and he does not 
Kkuow what became of him or of the fisher- 
man. ‘Fhe wounds bled a good deal, but not 
being very deep, they soon healed, without 
any application. Île took no remedy;, ex. 
cent, en the day he was bitten, a small piece 
of scarlet cloth (sooltanee banat) wrapt up in 
a picce gf ripe plantain, which was recom- 
mended $9 kim as an infallible antidot= agamst 
infection’ from the biteof a mad dog. e 
nuver saw any one in [Eydrophobia, and 
though he had heard that persons bitten by a 
mul dog were liable ta such a disease, the 1p- 
prebeusion of it never dwelt on his mind, or 
scarcely ever oecurred to him after the Gay va 
which he was bitten. Is continued in his 
usual health till the &th instant, seventeen davs 
after the bite, wheu he found himself duij, 
heavy and listioss, with loss of appetite and 
frequent apprehension that dogs, cats and 
jackatls were about to seize upou heet. ate 
also felt a pricking sensation in the „art bit.

do so, with the horrible appearance of difteren:

and fully believel he should die of it. He ate 
no super, HOT drank any water that night, in 
consequence of the horrible phantoms that int. 
cessan!iy haunted his imagination. Ja the 
morning, all his korrors were increased, tha 
spasus came on, accompanied by antiels, 
oppression, and pain about the precordra 
and stomach; and throse about him say that 
he continued to get worse in every respect, 
until he arrived at the hospital in the stat» aí. 
ready described. . Hs does not himself d's. 
tinctly remember any thing that happened 
during the whole day. He has some faint 
recollection of havuig heen at kis own houses 
but how he got there, when he left it, or by 
what meaus he was brought to the aospital, 
he does not at all know. Püe frst taing he 
can recal to his raiud is dreiking tue sitere 
betmmand he says he has had his. senses pere. 
fectly since tat tume=—and chat all his fears 
then left him, and have met since rcturned. 
This however is uot entirely correct, as he 
acknuwledges that he does not recollect the 
second bleeding, which shews that the disease

He had a strong appetite and was allowed ve- 
getable curry.—bor several evenings some 
heat of skin and acceleration of pulse were 
perceptible; but these soon went off from 
cold bathing and a constant attention to keep 
his bowels in an open state. 

Monday, May 18th (fourteenth day) „— 
Has been for some days past on the usual 
hospital diet—aud feeling himself well in e= 
very respect now expresses a wish to be dis. 
charged and return to his ordinary business ; 
but as the weather is exceedingly hot (Ther. 
mometer in the shade from 959 to 1009.) [ have 
prevailed upon him to continue in the hospita! 
till the setting in of the rains—f shall then if 
rossible persuade hic2 to remain in my own 
employment for the next twelve mouths ; lest 
if he were discharged, aud shou!d happen to die 
of whatever disease, it might be alleged that 
he was after all carried otì by a relapse ef le 
Eydrophobia. 

REMARKS. 

On hearing that a recovery from Hydro. 
Phobia has been eftected in the short space of 
two hours, by the single remedy of bloud. 
leiting, a doubt may probably occur, to a per- 
son acqnaiuted with the prevzous histdry of 
Yus formidabie malady, and the nearly unie 
torus fariure of all attempts, hitherto mady fer 
its cure, whether the disease now sail to be 
cured, was in reality a genuine case of Bydro- 
paobia, produced by Ure bite of a rahil anie 
wal. f admit the scepticism to be reasnme 
aùlez for in the relation of a case, which has 
terminated se ditterent!y from atl others, yet 
on record, (hot even excepting the case so 
successfuliy treated by Mr. Îymon), it is na- 
tural to suspect either some misconception or 
wisrepreseutation of facts; or some failacy ia 
the deductiens derived from them. 

An attenttve perusal of the preceding nar. 
presumed, remove these 
doubts from the minds of the majority of 
readers: Yet, as some individuals may not 
be convinced by that evidence, which to others 
appears full and satisfactory 3 and as it is a 
matter of the utmost importance to future 
sufferers from hydrophobia, as will be more 
fally shewvn hereafter, that no doubt should 
be allowed to remain, eithèr as to the exisa 
tence of the disease itself, in. the case above 
related, or that the bleeding was the sqle ree 
medy, f shall, as brivfy as possible, endeavour 
to establish the certainty of both those facts, 
beyond the possibility of Contradictian. 

To a person who has never sven a case of 
hydrophobia, [ acknowiedge the ditculty, 
R:y, almost the impossibiity, of convering by 
words, an adequate. notian of the disease, 
The horrors of the state must he seen to be 
fully conceived; but being ance seen by a 
medical observer of any discernment, they arc 
indelibly fixed in the mind; and fcoutend 
that it would then be highly tmprobable that 
he shoukl ever mistake anv otber disease for 
hydzophobia; or take hydrophobia fcrauy of 
teose aifeetions to whichit has been said to 
bear svmne resemblance;s==so deep and so per. 
manent, Â am Convinced, would be the imnrese 


‘sion left on his mind by the contemptation of 


even a single case of hydrophobia. But when 
Ì state that my situation as Surgeon to the 
Calcutta Native Hospital, for thelast eighteen 
years, has adorded me opportuuities of sccins 
the disease, which have fallen to the lot of few 
individuals in any country, and that no less 
than seventeen or eighteen cases of it have come 
under my observation within that period, in 
all of which both my diagnosis and prognosis 
(with the single exception of the latter in the 
case under consideration) have uahappily been 
but too fatally verified ; it is not, } trust, lay. 
ing Claim to too great a share of discernment 
to assert that É could nat easily be mistaken 
in a case of hydrophobia; and that I should 
consider my being so as unlikely, as that an 
experienced Surgeon should ever confound 
two diseases, the most opposite in their nature; 
because, to an uuinformed eye, they might 
both exhibit something of the same exterual 
appearance. 

Farther ; it has been usuel with me, on the 
admission of a case of hydrophobia into the 
hospital, to send for some of my medical 
friends, not only that (lrey might see a disease 
seldom occurring in private practice, but that 
} might have the benefit of their suggestions 
in regard to the treatment, On the present 
occasion, the promptitude necessary to the 
practice Ì had determined to adopt in the first 
case that occurred ; and its astonishing. elect 
ia so Suddenly and effectually subduing the 
disease, deprived me of the advantage 1 should 
now have derived in establishing the point in 
question, from the concurring testimony of a 
judicious medical friend. But though not 
permitted to give direct evidence as to the cx- 
istence of the disease in the case abovedetailed, 
these gentlemen can yet vouch, that they 
were never cailed by me to see a case of hy 
drophobia in witch there ezisted the slightest 
doubt of the nature of the disease 5 and it wiil 
hardly be coutended that Ll was more liable to 
mistake it in this case, than on any former 
occasion. 

1 these facts and reasouings, combined with 
the accuuut of the accident s—=the time that 





elapsed before the appearance of the sympe 
toms ;—=the statement given by the patient of 
the commencement of the disease sand by 
his friends, as to the state in which he appear. 
ed before he was brought to the hospital ;— 
and the symptoms uader which he iaboured 
when he arrived therc ;—should all be deemed 
insuficient to establish the real nature of the 
disvase, F confess myself ata loss to coujcca 
ture what species of proof would be necessary 
for that purpose. ‘The only defective point 
in the evidence appears to be our ignorance 
whether the deg by which Ameir was bitten, 
was actually mad or not? ard though this 
cannot be proved by direct testimony, yet as 
it is known that the disease was prevalent 
among dogs, about that time, as will be herre 
after noticed, it is presumed that this is an 
objecticn of wery little weight. ÏÍf therefore 
eny individual, after duly considering all 
hese circumstances, stil continue in doubt as 
to the rature of the disease, may it not in 
conclusion be permitted to ask him what 
discase it was, iCnot Hydrophabia? 

‘That the disvase, whatever it misht be, was 
removed, and that almost instantaneognsly… kr 
bieeding alone, wamiis, iN BY iu, OE GJURYe 
ly little doubt. 

In Mr. 'Tymon’s successful case, the symp» 
vens only gradually disappeared, some of 
them remaining so late as the faarth day ; 
and as opiura, mercury, and. antimony had 
been largely used during the whole time, and, 
he patients system was evidentiy ander the 
influence of the mercury before he could be 
said to be free from the disease, an. opiniou 
misht still be eutertained, and actuality was so, 
by many, with whom k have eonversed on the. 
subject, that the cure was, after all, efected 
by the mercury and not by the bleeding. 

Dr. Beery himself, to whose rare and lande 
able zeal for the promotion of useful science, 
even at the period of closing a long and hoi 
ouvrable career of public service, the worid is 
indebted for the knowledge of Mr. 'Íyrnon’s, 
unpreeedented case of success, altezes that the 
bleeding ‘* saved Masou’slife by dimminishing 
violent action, and admitting the effect of 
medicines thut in all former ezperienge houd 
unijormly fuited”? 

As this notion too earresnonds with the 
most preva.ting theory of the disease, thouzh 
that theory has not in a single instance been 
verified hy tie success of Cte jrreëteve to Which 
it gave rise, Ï consider it of great importance 
to correct it ; Test by stilì expecting same good 
from mereery and opium in. hydrophonie, 
the attention of the physician should be die 
verted from a sufficient abstraction of blood, 
—=on which, and on which alone, as far as a 
single case can prove any thing, the hife of 
te patient seems entirely to depend. 

_‘Faat the ficst bleeding, in the case above 
related, wholly though not permanently, re. 
moved every symptom of the disease. was 
proved, F presume, in the most ample manne. 
by the following six remarkable circumstan. 

Ge3s Ist, the removal of tke spasmss 2d, 

the freedom of respiration3 3d, the restora. 
tion of the power of swallowing muids, and. 
th2 absence of horror at their approach; 

4th, the desire, instead of the abhorrence of 
a current af air; 5th, the inclination fora 

natural atvine evacuations and Gth, the pow. 
er of sleeping.—All these unequivocal ine. 
dicattans of recovery took place during or 
immediately after the first bleeding; and as. 
none of them ever happeued before to a. 
patient in hydrephobia, except near the close 
of the melancholy scene, when they denate 
an entire sinking of the powers of life, rather 
than the cessation of disease, it seems hut 
fair to ascribe them to a remedy, which had 
never before been used as it was on thìs oce 
caslon=eor, if se, unluckily notat the time 
when it was capable of doing good. ‘ 


When a recurrence of the digease was 
threatened in two hours afterwards, the pow. 
er of the remedy was again conspicaously 
manifested, and a second bleeding ad delie 
guium instantly stopped the progress of the 
symptoms, and before a single particie of’ 
medicine of any kind had been given, per- 
manently extinguished the morbid condition, 
whatever it may be,in waich the essence af 
the disease consists. 


These two peints, therefore, appear to be 
fully proved, namely, that the disease was 
hydrophobia, and that the cure consisted ia 
blood.letting alone, 


But notwithstanding this uupreeedented 
success, Ì am not so sanguine asto believe 
Vhat venesectian will cure every cascof hy. 
drophobia. It is probable that there is a 
period in the disease beyond which its cura. 
tive effect caunot extend. What that period 
is, cannot be known without a more enlar- 
ged experience. But this very uncertainty 
affords only a more powerful reason for 
losing no time, in resorting to the copious 
abstraction of blood, upon the very first ap. 
pearance of usteguivocal symptoms of the 
disease, as the delay of only a few hours may 
prove fatal to (he patient. 

Ín referring to notes- which [ have preserved 
of fourteen cases of hydropbobia, I find that 
cight of the patieuts died within six haurs 


after admissten. In these Ï canuot believe 
that bleeding would have done any good. 
Bnt of the remaining sit, wao lived respec.

The medical profession, taught by 
äntumerable dissopointmeuts, admit very 
cautiousiy the claims of any new mode of 
praciiee ta general atontion. If several pa. 
tients in hyurephobia, therefore, should kap. 
pen to ke bled iù aa advanced stage of the 
disease, and: die, as they inevitably world 
do, whether they had been bled or net—such 
cases would be quoted against the new prace 
tice as Failures, and might tend, so far, to 
bring the remedy into discredit, as to prevent 
its being used, even in cascs where it might 
have proved the certain means of saving life, 

lam the mare desirous of noticing the un 
favourable eifect upon the adoption of the 
new practice, which may eventually arise 
from bleeding at foo tate a period of the dis. 
ease, and of entering a strong caution against 
the hasty rejectiou of the remedy froix such 
taetances of failure, in euusequence of the 
SIrCUMStanee having vers nearly happened 
te myself, only tirve days before the oetura 
rence of the case ef Amcir.

death. It would more probably have ap.

if so, might consegaently have had the effect 
of preventing my oushing the bleeding iu the 
case of Amier, to the extent necessary to the 
cure. Ì must therefore here insist, that nu- 
meroús failures in an advanced stage of the 
d:sense, will form no just grouad for the re. 
jection of a remedv, which has been so un- 
contestabty proved to have cured the disease 
when used at an earlier pariod. As well 
might the practitioner reject bleeding in the 
commenceient of peripneumony or enteritis 
ia a robust athletic patieut, because in eacli 
disease there is a period after which the de- 
tractiun of blood, so far from curing, would 
would serre only to hasten the fatal event. 














Nothing, however, can fix the real value of 
the reineiy butezperience. Ítis highly desira. 
ble that this may be speedily obtained; and as 
the disease does, & must very frequently occur 
in (his Country, whether we possess the 
means of curuug it or not, we cannot denbt 
that but a very shurt time well elanse without 
further trials of this remedy ; and it may be 
presumed that the medical practitioners, who 
are so widely distribated throughout india, 
will fairly and circamstantially communicate 
to the public, the resait of their experience, 
whether attended with success or not. 





Ít may be necessary to observe, however, 
tat merely opening a vein and druwing a 
considerable quantity of blood is zot the 
practice. . The vein must be opened hy a 


large orifiee, the blood quickly evacunied, 
aud allowed to flow, without regard to mea. 
sarement, ad aatmi deliguiem. Nothing lers 
than this is capable of at once arresting the 
progress of the disease, relieving the spasmo. 
dic afteetion of the heart and arteries, sup- 
pressing OXCCistve ssibililg and irritabilie 
ty: and in short, of admitting the restoratien 
of that dive balance of action and influence, 
both in fe circuiating and nervous systeras, 
on which the continuance of life and health 
seems to depend.

Vith respect to the snbsequent treatment 
ef the patient, it is scarze!y necessary to make 
any remark. The case clearlv shows that for 
the hydrophobia no subscquent treatraent was 
required. But as this and many other cases 
on record, shew a great disposition to dis. 
ordered and excessive action of tho liver, it 
may perhaps hereafter be found useful to ad. 
minister mercury, Beth as an cvaecaant, and to 
the extent of affecting the mouth, with or 
without opium, according to circumstances. 

ft is usual, when new and successful ex. 
pedients are first promulgated, to wonder why 
they never were thought of before. In cou. 
formìty to this habit, £ have freguentiy with. 
in the last ten days, been asked wiy in a dis. 
case so often proved iunezrable by other 
means, bleeding was not before trice ? 

The fact is, however, that bleeding has of= 
fen been tried. But owing probahiy, to the 
evacuatien not being pushed far enough, when 
used in an early stage of the tiscase—or to 
the period for its beneficial employment havr- 
ing etapsed, before it was reserted to, the re. 
fation of the cases in which tt was used af. 
forded little or ho encouragement to farther 
trials ; while the theory that has prevailed for 
nearly a century, in regard to the nature ofthe 
affection, and its classification with diseascs 
of the nervous kind, accompanicd by great 
debility, tended directiy to discourage all 
lowering plans of cure, and to point out 
autispasmodies eud tories as the only re. 
suurce in hydronnobia.

ed from Boerhaave, and which had dircetel the 
measures he took, Hie deelared in his public 
lectures, that “* he was convinced now, (hat 
the kydrophobia is a spasmodic and not « high 
tuflannnatory disease. That though bleeding 
may be useful in preventing furiousness, neither 
that, nor, te proper antiphlogistic method are 
ta be depended upon as the proper cure of 
hydrojhobia; that in such eases, after bieed.

musk, opium, and perhaps blisters.” Thus, 
at once sending abroad, into ail parts of the 
world, the opinion that large bleeding was 
useless in hydrophobia, and inculeatiug the
